It was learned that Bridges in- 


tends to press the fight against 
using funds collected since the min- 
ers' contract expired June 30, and 
to out out all payments from mo- 
ney remaining

fund Is financed by a 20 cent roy- 
alty on each ton of soal produced. 


The miners have been working 


this summer and fall without a 
contract. 
About 
$13,000,000 
was 


collected since June 30 and Bridges, 
fearing his responsibility as a trus- 
tee In the absence of a contract, 
voted against using that money. 


Lewis has argued that the ben- 


efits should be kept up, even If it 
means spending the summer col- 
lections. 
Tho senator has asked for a 
1 court accounting in order to quit 
as a trustee. Bridges in the past 
18 months has voted with Lewis 
In most things: He p'ded with the 
UMW chief In deel.'ng to cut off 
all but emergency payments on 
Sept. 1JT It was -Wiict, ."3»ys later 
that 480,000 hard and soft coal 
miners walked out.

OWNER AND CAPTAIN 
BLAMED FOR LOSS OF 
118 IN MORONIC FIRE 


OTTAWA, 
Nov.

owners and master of the cruise 
ship Norqnic were blamed by a 
Supreme Court of Canada judge to- 
day for the Sept. 17 flash fire that 
took 118 lives as the luxury vessel 
lay at a Toronto dock, 
Justice R. L. Kellock, reporting 
as commissioner In the transport 
department's inquiry ordered the 
master's certificate of Captain WII-* 
Ham C. Taylor suspended for 
a 
year. He also recommended a ser- 
ies of measures designed to tighten 
safety regulations for, vessels like 
the Noronlc. 


A 30,000-word report was present- 
ed to the House of Commons fol- 
lowing 
the 
reading by 
Justice 
Kellock of a brief court judgment 
suspending the captain. In tho re- 
port. Justice Wellock found 
the 
loss of life and the loss of the ship 
wore caused by a "failure" of the 
Canada Steamship Lines, Ltd., the 
Noronlc's owners, and Capt. Taylor 
to 
take 
adequate 
against fire.

The justice censured the owners 
and the master, saying they failed 
to provide proper means of detect- 
ing 
and 
fighting fires while In 
dock, and for getting passengers 
off the ship in the event of 
fire

1. Fresh reports from Brazil, 11 
said, "indicate that a two months 
drought there has ended, and thai 
the next harvest of coffee may 
as large as the current crop."

Bureau; Plan To Set Up Own Agency

Navarro county farmers—that Is, 
those in tho Farm Bureau—are go 
Ing into the news business. 
They aren't getting tho news, 
they say—just like they weren't 
getting electricity until they banded 
together and set up REA co-ops. 


So henceforth, it seems, a "co- 


op journalist" will go into tho dusty 
fields at a face-lifting to chase 
stalk cutters. And he'll Interview 
that charming chap, Hairy Vetch, 
cover agricultural meetings and 
report the latest news on the local, 
state and U. S. farm front 
It was a Pisgah Rldger's idea— 


Bill Eckhardt. 


And it all started Thursday night 


In the Courthouse at a mealing 
of the Navarro County Farm Bu- 
reau, which out of about 4,600 farm- 
ers has 537 members. 
Hciumrcit, displaying a sheet 


from tho Corslcann Daily Sun, 
read part of a page one story on 
nudism in England. Ho intimat- 
ed that tho Sun's editors should 
have had a farm story there, In- 
•tead. 
But W. S. Price of Kerens, the 
bureau president, arose and de- 
clared that "People like to read 
about the nudist business." 
Eckhardt criticized the newspa-. 
per on its farm news reporting, 
specifically referring to coverage 
of the State Fair, where a local 
4-H member displayed tho reserve 
grand champion steer. Tho story, 
oC course, was printed In tho Sun. 
But Eckhardt wanted a pictorial 
layout on page one. 


He then proposed that the or- 


ganization set up tho co-operative 
news agency to keep farmers in- 
formed on 
agricultural matters. 


And it was approved. 
Price, however, had this to say: 
"1 do know that the press will 
print the news if it Is supplied 
with tho news. 
I have, never 


found tho press unfriendly or un- 
cooperative. 
We just 
haven't 


been noisy or loud enough."

Lewis, wondered "with no reflec 
tlon on tho staff," if tho Corslcann 
Dally Sun were capable of recog- 
nizing agricultural news. 
Although president of the Free- 


stone county Farm Bureau, Eck- 
hardt was elected vice president 
of the Navarro county group. Ho 
pushed through more than a doz- 
en resolutions at the two and a 
half-hour session held in tho dis- 
trict courtroom.

last been established, the 
three Western Powers seem 
''•w^ft^be moving ahead swiftly 


toward giving it a place jn 
the family of lotions of 
Western Europe. 
Official 


announcements from the Big 
Three conference in Paris 
said agreement had been 
reached on the basis of ne- 
gotiations, with the Western 
German government, look- 
ing as far ahead as admis- 
i sion into the Consultative As- 
sembly of the Council of Eu- 
rope. 


For much of what is being 


done and considered, with

German govern- 


'rnent, there is historic par-

m Moscow. 


Yet the exploding atom 


d_oes have a singular poten- 
tial power to bring the world 
together irt a search 
for 


peace. The atomic bomb is 
the most destructive weapon 
of war ever devised. Still the 
same exploding atom holds a 
promise of unprecedented 
power for the productive en- 
terprises of peace, and ev- 
ery people which discovers 
this secret of the atom is 
bound to have a burning de- 
sire to press to war the rich- 
es promised from 
use of 


atomic energy as a tool of 
peace. 
The Russians want 


the peaceful benefits of the 
atom just/as much as Ameri- 
cans do, perhaps much more 
so because they have greater 
need for an industrial mir- 
acle. 


From what the layman is 


parmitted to know, it ap- 
pears that peace and war lie 
in different 
directions 
for 


the atomic scientist as well 
as for the political scientist. 
The purpose of war is to 
bring atomic energy to an 
explosion and 
deliberately 


loose its 
destructive 
and 


poisonous effects on one 
tremendous blast. The pur- 
pose of 
peaceful 
use is 


to draw off the energy 
while preventing 
an ex- 


plosion from occurring, and 
preventing the liberation of 
poisonous and 
destructive 
forces. If this appraisal is 
correct, the nations of the 
world; might one day be 
forced to a conscious and un- 
equivocal choice 
between 


peace and war, and in such 
a case perhaps for once the 
right choice might be made.

Some very sensible advice is of-

Child" by Mrs. Henrietta Battle, 
herself a mother of two children, 
who was careful to chock her 
facts with a board of pediatri- 
cians and occulists. 
Writing 
In 


the November Issue of Parents 
Magazine, Mrs. Battle tells 
us 


how to, get the most from what 
TV has to offer. 


Will TV be harmful to your 


chlldrens' eyes? 
Not If you draw 


an "Imaginary line at tho proper 
distance from the set (8 feet away 
for a 10" screen, etc.), behind 
which tile children must sit. Per- 
haps you can arrange your room 
so that a heavy sofa Is placed the 
right distance away," she says. 


And, 
she adds, don't let the 


children look at the screen 
too 


long. 
"My chief objection Is..-. 


It might keep them Indoors when 
they should bo outide actually 
playing....our rule Is no TV be- 
fore G p. m." 


How long should a child view 


TV? An hour nnd a half or two 
hours 
won't harm the 
average 


child, says Mrs. Battle. Observe 
your own child, nnd watch 
for 
signs of slcplessness 
of over 


tenseness, Indications that his tel- 
eviewing should be cut down, Of- 
fer to read to him Instead. 


Will TV Interfere 
with your 


children's routine? It might. Some 
children don't get their homework 
done or don't have time to eat 
their supper because the programs 
come between 5 and 7, when they 
would'normally do these things 
Hoowever, 
suppose you 
change 


your schedules a bit and have din- 
ner a little later. That Is all part 
of the fun. 


Parents with school-age child 


dren generally permit them 
to 


view TV only after homework Is 
done. 
Some allow older children 


to stay up until 8:30 or 9 if the 
program ' Is Important. 
And TV 


can be a great help with children 
who haven't tho homework prob- 
lem and who cat their supper 
early, says Mrs. Battle.

At quarter to five they come in 
from play, literally fly Into their 
bathrobes and slippers, and are 
ready for supper shortly after S 
They eat their moal withi.at daw

Thoy will be 


too absorbed In the programs to 
eat, and you will lose a valuable 
way of getting them to clean up

While your children are happily 
and quietly watching their
